Masons. Nov. 1, 1734 Noah Carpenter, Sr., and Caleb Hall of Attleboro, in consideration of 
love, good will and affection which we have and do beartowards the church and congregation 
of the said Attleboro called by the name of the Presbyterian, have given granted, conveyed, 
etc. unto them, their heirs and assigns forever, that is to be understood for the special use, benefit 
and privilege of that society forever, a certain tract of land containing about 45 rods, where the 
new meetinghouse now stands, bounded by the said Carpenter’s and the said Hall’s lands and 
by the county road, etc. 

The will of Noah Carpenter was dated Feb. 1,1756. He mentions his wife Tabithy; sons Stephen, 
Noah, Simon and Elisha; grandsons John and Jonas, sons of Isaiah; (Jonas is called and 
recorded “Jonah ”); daughters Priscilla Brown, Sarah Talbott, Mary Alverson, Margaret Rich- 
ardson and Anna Whitaker.

Jonathan Bliss was a man of influence, held a variety of offices and gave the land for the first 
Congregational church and cemetery.

Henri Antoine Gandolfo pauses be- 
side a gleaming, modemistic tomb 
that is barely four feet high and nes-

» weathered memorials of engraved 
stone in the sprawling city of the dead 
called Metairie Cemetery. At the bot- 
tom of the tomb is the name of his 
brother, Louis Raphael Gandolfo, 
who died in 1975.

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There is an "Old Gateway Arch" on the west marein of Pasca- 
goula Street about a block south of Junior High and opposite 
the Clinic. You probébly have noticed it end wondered. Well, 
its history makes a nice little story. 


Notlone after the Civil War,a wealthy gentleman of New Or- 
leans ,whose name we are not so sure of,having visions of an 
ideal “estste™ in the "wild Pascagoula Country}’chose an ex- 
tensive and desirable frontage on the river, not far from 
the movth. The property embraced all of the land now occu- 
pied by the Sast Bank Shipyard Facility and extended back to 
the old sandy Beach Road,now Pascagoula Street. As best we 
can judge by accounts given by our elders,who were living in 
those days,the development must have begun in the late 1860's 
or early '70's. 


The frontase on the Beach Road was fenced with five-foot wire- 
woven lath fencing, beginning at a point near the present Ford 
Avenue and extending to Ingalls Avenue. The lateral fences, 
north and south,were built of "light 'erd" posts and barbed 
_wire,running from Pascagoula Street to the banks of the river. 


We were told how the whole expanse of the vast enclosure had 
been landscaped artistically by experts from the "City" (New 
Orleans) and how a beautiful avenue,lined with trees and = 
shruds,led from the "Arched Gateway'\fields,orchards,vinyards , pen 
and flower czrdensneand over the little bayoujspanned by an~ 
a’tractive bridge, and then-to a palatial"Longfellow-House” 

type home on the river front. This is the bayou which now 

runs thvourh the the shipyard and was crossed about a hun- 

dred vards north of the present shipyerd crossing. There were 
horses,cows,a stable,and chicken yards under the large oaks; 

and on the bank were a wharf and an old-time bathhouse. The 
grounds around the "Casa Granda" were covered with flower beds 


flowering shrubs. 


Alas| sometime back in the early days,fortunes changed,as for- 
tunes do; the property progressively changed hahds, as indi- 
cated by the various names by which it was called; as, "the 
Bourge Place” and the"™Henry Place!" Sooner or later the place 
was stiippen of its beauties by woods fires, hurricanes ,maraud- 
ersand finally taken over by sedge grass,bushes,and pine sap- 
lings. The bayou bridge lasted till 19C6 and the "Big House” 
was enjoyed by various families through the years. Akr Bush 
operated a dairy there for several years; and the Irving Del- 
mas family lived there during the years that Mr.Delmas man- 
aged a seafood packing plantwhich the Delmas Brothers had built 
on the river bank. In 1917 the river-front back to the bayou
